tnblished, These samples of good
ronds have been built in 28 states.

During the year 1008, 21 sectioss,
uggregating nioe miles bave been
boilt. The maximom cost of baild-

ing good macadam road is 98 cents a
square yord, bot the average cost on
all sections constructed has been bat
64 cents per square yard, The aver-
age cost of what is called sand-clay
rond 18 but 91 cents a4 square yard.
Une section of burnt clay road cost
but 20 cents & sqoare yard.
